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SIMON DOBBIN ASSAULT TRIAL 

Judge hands out jail 
terms up to five years 


THE judge in the trial in the case of the 
attack on Simon Dobbin has handed 
out prison sentences to 12 of the 13 
men found guilty of the attack on the 
Cambridge United fan who was left 
with permanent brain damage. 

On Monday Judge David Pugh hand¬ 
ed out football banning orders of 10 
years for each defendant and prison 
sentences ranging from 16 months to 
five years. 

He told the court: “No sentence I may 
lawfully pass can in any way be said to 
properly reflect the harm that has been 
caused to Mr Dobbin and his family.” 

Lewis Courtnell 

Courtnell, 33, a fence installer, of Sta¬ 
dium Road, Southend, was found guilty 
of violent disorder in a unanimous ver¬ 
dict. 

He was handed a three-and-a-half- 
year prison sentence. 

Michael Shawyer 

Shawyer, 30, a tiler, of Belgrave Road, 
Leigh-on-Sea, was found not guilty of 
violent disorder, but guilty of conspira¬ 
cy to commit violent disorder. This was 
a majority verdict. 

He was sentenced to two and a half 
years in prison. 

Matthew Petchey 

Petchey, 24, a labourer, of Lascelles 
Gardens, Rochford, was found guilty of 
violent disorder in a unanimous verdict. 


He was given a three-and-a-half-year 
prison sentence. 

Alexander Woods 

Woods, 24, of Fairmead Avenue, West- 
cliff, was found guilty of violent disor¬ 
der in a unanimous verdict. 

Judge Pugh sentenced him to five 
years in prison. 

Philip McGill 

McGill, 31, an electrician, of Hornby 
Avenue, Westcliff, was found not guilty 
of violent disorder but guilty of con¬ 
spiracy to commit violent disorder. This 
was a unanimous verdict. 

He was given a three-year prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Thomas Randall 

Randall, 21, a consumer credit em¬ 
ployee, of Seaforth Avenue, Southend, 
was found guilty of violent disorder. 
This was a unanimous verdict. 

Judge Pugh sentenced him to five 
years in prison. 

Greg Allen 

Allen, 28, a painter, of Wellington Av¬ 
enue, Westcliff, was found not guilty of 
violent disorder but guilty of conspiracy 
to commit violent disorder. This was a 
unanimous verdict. 

He was given a three-year prison sen¬ 
tence. 

James Woods 

Woods, 24, a chef, of Fairmead Av¬ 
enue, Westcliff, was found guilty of vio¬ 
lent disorder in a unanimous verdict.He 


received a three-year prison sentence. 

Scott Nicholls 

Nicholls, 40, a construction worker, 
of Little Spenders, Basildon, was found 
guilty of violent disorder in a unani¬ 
mous verdict. 

He received three and a half years in 
prison. 

Ryan Carter 

Carter, 20, unemployed, of York Road, 
Southend, was found guilty of violent 
disorder in a unanimous verdict. 

Judge Pugh sentenced him to five 
years in prison. 

Jamie Chambers 

Chambers, 22, unemployed, of Cole¬ 
man Street, Southend, was found guilty 
of violent disorder in a unanimous ver¬ 
dict. 

He received a four-year prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Rhys Pullen 

Pullen, 21, of Bridge Road, Wickford, 
had previously pleaded guilty to violent 
disorder. 

He was sentenced to 16 months in 
prison. 

Ian Young 

Young, 41, of Brightwell Avenue, 
Westcliff, was found not guilty of con¬ 
spiracy to commit violent disorder, but 
guilty of assisting an offender. This was 
a unanimous verdict. 

He is due to be sentenced on Wednes¬ 
day, August 2.

This nightmare 
will never end for 
us - Dobbo’s wife 


THE wife of Simon Dobbin has 
made an emotional statement in 
court after 13 men were found 
guilty of an attack on her husband. 

Nicole was speaking to the court 
on Monday as the men faced sen¬ 
tencing. 

In a victim impact statement she 
said: “I’m constantly shattered. Not 
only have they destroyed Simon’s 
life but mine also. I’ve been mar¬ 
ried to Simon for almost 20 years. 
We had plans to go to Australia for 
our 20th wedding anniversary but 
this has been robbed from us. 

“I will never hear my husband tell 
me he loves me again, I will never 
feel his arms around me - but I 
need this more than ever. 

“Simon will never walk Emily 
down the aisle and no child should 
have to see the dad they love re¬ 
duced to tears. It destroys me 
knowing that one day I’ll wake up 
without my husband. I often won¬ 
der if it would be better to let him 
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go peacefully.” 

Nicole added: “I hate what these 
violent thugs have done. Simon has 
a life sentence and what will they 
get? Back to their own lives in a few 
years. 

“These defendants took Simon’s 
life. It is the acts of the paramedics 
that brought his life back. I’m dis¬ 
appointed with the justice system. 
This is wrong and so unfair. 

“The law needs to be changed. 
These men need to be made an ex¬ 
ample of. My family and I have had 
to sit and listen to how this was a 
pre-planned attack and then see 
these thugs outside the court room. 

“I now have to watch my dad 
cry every time he sees Simon. This 
nightmare will never end for us.” 

And she described the trauma of 
looking after her husband. 


She said: “Simon had been beat¬ 
en so badly that you could not see 
his ear. Simon remained in an in¬ 
duced coma. It took paramedics 
seven minutes to restart his heart. 

“I believed Simon would wake 
from this coma and return to his 
normal fun-loving self. How wrong 
was I? 

“Although Simon is alive he no 
longer has a life. He has clear signs 
of physical and mental damage. Si¬ 
mon returned home on March 16, 
2016. Simon has been admitted to 
hospital on numerous occasions as 
he is unable to breathe and clear his 
throat. 

“I now feel his life is in our hands. 
I’ve had to give up my job to be¬ 
come Simon’s full-time carer. 

“Many nights I struggle to sleep 
as Simon chokes on his saliva and 
it terrifies me that he will choke to 
death. 

“I have to deal with all his care 
needs. We have a carer from 8am-

8pm but at night I’m on my own.” 

She initially described how her 
family’s lives were changed forever 
the day Simon was attacked. 

Nicole said: “On March 21, 2015 
my life was turned upside down. As 
you are aware my husband Simon 
travelled to Southend to watch the 
football, a day he had so been look¬ 
ing forward to. 

“I told him to enjoy the day but 
this was the last time I would see 
the husband I married. 


“A fun-loving family man, he was 
always looking out for us. 

“While working a night shift I was 
visited by two police officers who 
told me Simon had been beaten up 
and was on life support at South- 
end hospital. 

“I had to return home to wake our 
16-year-old daughter and tell her 
what happened. This was the hard¬ 
est thing of all.” 

Simon had become visibly upset 
and had to be taken out of the court. 


Daughter tells of memories of last 
night with her dad before attack 

THE daughter of Cambridge 
United fan Simon Dobbin has 
told how her father would 
rather end his life than live 
with his devastating injuries. 

Emily Dobbin broke down 
in tears while reading her 
statement to the court and 
spoke first about the last 
moments with her father 
before the attack. 

The 18-year-old said: "I'm 
so grateful to have been 
brought up by loving and 
caring parents. We were 
inseparable. I know how lucky 
I am to have a father who was 
like my best friend. 

"My mum loved her job and 
worked as much as she could 
- that left me and my dad in 
the evenings and we would 
always have activities planned, 
whether it was shopping, bike 
rides, watching football or TV 
on the sofa. 

"The night before March 
21,2015, my dad and I went 
to the pub for some dinner. 

I remember a man arguing 
outside and being aggressive 
towards his girlfriend. 

"I remember my dad 



looking me straight in the eye 
and saying 'No man will ever 
treat you like that'. 

"Dad stayed downstairs and 
I went to bed. I wish I'd stayed 
with him and kissed him one 
more time, I'll never forgive 
myself for that. 

"These are the last 
memories I have with my 
dad." 

Emily also spoke about how 
her mum Nicole is suffering 
- and how the defendants 
laughed at her family in court. 

She said: "Since the court 
case has been on, everything 
seems much more difficult. 

I've been subjected to 
watching these men laughing 
and joking in the foyer. 


"I've watched them live 
their lives without remorse for 
what they've done. This has 
had an impact on me and my 
mum's mental health. 

"I can hear my mum cry 
herself to sleep each night and 
it breaks my heart every time. 

"My mum's life is non¬ 
existent. My mum doesn't 
have a husband to cuddle 
when things get rough. She 
doesn't want to put more 
stress on me. 

"I'm so grateful to have such 
a passionate dad who cares so 
much as he did. 

"I want to study to become 
a paramedic to save lives and 
be there for people who need 
it the most."

Dobbo on long, hard 
struggle to recovery

FAMILY man Simon Dobbin was left perma¬ 
nently brain damaged after he was attacked 
following a Cambridge United away game in 
Southend. 

He had become a U’s fan just a year be¬ 
fore the attack, which took place at around 
7.15pm on March 21, 2015. 

The 45-year-old, from Mildenhall, was 
among a group of Cambridge fans who had 
stayed for a post-match drink in the Blue 
Boar pub in Southend, the designated pub 
for away supporters. 

Now more than two years on from the am¬ 
bush by opposing football fans, Mr Dobbin 
is still unable to walk or talk fluently. 

Here the News looks at what happened 
after the attack - and Mr Dobbin’s long and 
heartbreaking road to recovery. 

When the attack happened on March 21, 
2015, he was 42. His friend William East said 
Mr Dobbin became a fan of Cambridge Unit¬ 
ed just one year before the attack. On the day 
of the attack, he travelled to Southend with 
friends on the train to watch the U’s play 
Southend United and was among a group of 
Cambridge fans who had stayed for a post¬ 
match drink in the Blue Boar. 

During the course of the trial at Basildon 
Crown Court, he was seen on CCTV laugh¬ 
ing and joking with his friend William East 
hours before the attack, which changed his 
life forever. 

Mr Dobbin’s wife Nicole, who has attended 
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the trial on a daily basis, broke down in tears 
as friends of Mr Dobbin described the mo¬ 
ment the group were set upon by a number 
of Southend fans. 

Other witnesses told the jury that Mr Dob¬ 
bin was hit and stamped on repeatedly while 
on the floor. Mr East became emotional as 
he told jurors how he woke up after being 
knocked unconscious and thought Mr Dob¬ 
bin was dead. 

After the attack, Mr Dobbin was found 
by an Essex police inspector about half way 
along Station Approach in Prittlewell. 

He was lying on his left side in what ap¬ 
peared to be the recovery position. 

The police inspector noticed a consider¬ 
able amount of blood beneath Mr Dobbin’s 
head. 

When the officer first came upon Mr Dob¬ 
bin, he was breathing. Police cleared a num¬ 
ber of people away but then noticed he had 
stopped breathing. 

The inspector could not feel a pulse. Mr 
Dobbin was rolled on to his back to begin 
CPR. At that point, paramedics arrived and 
took over CPR. 

Mr Dobbin was taken via ambulance to 
Southend Hospital and later transferred to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital and the specialist 
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neurological centre. 

Medical notes from June 3, 2015, say: 
“Acute brain injury resulting from cardiac ar¬ 
rest. Traumatic brain injury.” 

Days after the attack, fans from all over 
the world stood in support of Mr Dobbin, 
a father-of-three. Hundreds of Mildenhall 
residents gathered for a fundraising match 
at the town’s football club. 

Meanwhile U’s fans held aloft a banner 
bearing the words “United we stand. One 
Simon Dobbin” at the team’s match against 
Hartlepool. Fundraising efforts for Mr Dob¬ 
bin’s family raised more than £17,000. 

In a witness statement dated May 4, 2016, 
a consultant in rehab medicine in Norwich 
states that one of the effects of Mr Dobbin’s 
brain injury is that he has severe communi¬ 
cation difficulties. Jurors heard that Mr Dob¬ 
bin will maintain eye contact, but his pri¬ 
mary method of communication is through 
facial expression. 

Mr Dobbin was discharged from hospi¬ 
tal in March,, 2016 - and family and friends 
planned a big welcome for Mr Dobbin, with 
neighbours decking their homes out in bal¬ 
loons and banners. To this day Mr Dobbin 
remains unable, as a result of his condition, 
to communicate any account of the violent 
attack. 

Two months on from the attack, Mr Dob¬ 
bin’s daughter Emily spoke of the family’s de¬ 
sire to make new memories with her father 
- and their intent to raise as much money 
as possible for head injury charity Headway. 

She told the News : “As a family, we are still 
shocked and stunned that a man goes to a 
game that he is passionate for and enjoyed 
playing and never returns home. 

“He will never be the man he once was, 
but the comfort for his family and myself is 
that we have a new dad to make memories 
with.” 

In August 2015, Mr Dobbin spoke his first 
words since the incident. 

Emily shared the news on her Facebook 
page, saying: “Today was the first day we 
heard dad’s voice in over five months! It was 
so amazing to watch, he managed to count 
to 40, recite the alphabet, go through family 
names and tell us he loves us! 

“Although he did sound like a chain smok¬ 
er, I couldn’t be more proud.” 

In February 2016, Mr Dobbin’s wife Nicole 
spoke to the News about her husband’s at¬ 
tack and how his and his family’s lives have 
been changed forever by football violence. 

She said: “There were three times when 
I was told he was not going to make it. He 
has pulled through and he is alive - but he 
doesn’t have a life.” 

In October 2016, Mr Dobbin made an 
emotional return to the Cambridge United 
football stadium. Nicole said: “Simon will 
love going back. We have been chanting 
songs to him over the last two weeks with his 
name in and he smiles back with a great big 
grin on his face. 

“The support over the last two years has 
been brilliant and we just don’t want Simon 
to be forgotten. I want people to know that 
although he has had life-changing injuries, 
he is still in there.” 

In February this year, Nicole spoke of not 
dwelling on her husband’s past because it 
“tugs on her heartstrings”. 

She told the News: “My life is on hold for 
him but I wouldn’t have it any other way. 

“When I say I love you, he says it back. He 
can still recognise people and learn their 
names, but can’t string a sentence together. 

“But I can’t dwell on the past because 
nothing is going to change. This is Simon 
the way he is now.”

‘They were a pack of animals 
- and I’ll hunt them all down’ 


THE group of men found 
guilty of violent disorder in 
Southend acted like “a pack 
of animals” in the way they 
set up and executed the life¬ 
changing attack on Simon 
Dobbin, the police officer in 
charge of the case said. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Martin Pasmore also vowed 
never to give up investigat¬ 
ing who else may be respon¬ 
sible for the attack - includ¬ 
ing reopening the case if new 
evidence on anyone who 
may have carried out the vio¬ 
lence is found. 

Speaking to the News at 
the conclusion of the trial, 
DCI Pasmore said he would 
never stop trying to identify 
all those behind the attack 
on Mr Dobbin. 

He said: “It remains open 
to try to identify those peo¬ 
ple responsible for such a 
vicious assault and I would 
appeal for people to come 
forward - either directly 
to me at the Harlow Major 
Investigation Team or via 
Crimestoppers - if they have 
anything that may help us do 
that. 

“We have pursued every 
line of enquiry we can and 
we are at the closing stage 
of the investigation - but if 
any further evidence comes 
to light in this case that may 
help identify who is directly 
responsible for the attack, 
then we will reopen the 
case.” 

Mr Dobbin is still unable 
to walk or talk two years after 
he was attacked on March 
21, 2015 following his team’s 
0-0 away draw with South- 
end United. 

Basildon Crown Court 
heard that a group of men, 
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looking to attack any Cam¬ 
bridge fans in “revenge” for 
an earlier fight, had scouted 
out potential targets in the 
Blue Boar before lying in 
wait at the Railway Tavern, 
the designated pub for home 
supporters. 

Mr Dobbin, now 45, was 
among a group of Cam¬ 
bridge fans who had stayed 
for a post-match drink in the 
Blue Boar pub in Southend, 
the designated pub for away 
supporters. 

Friends of the Mildenhall 
father-of-three described 
how the group left together, 
to be safe, but broke apart 
and some fans were set upon 
by Southend supporters. 

Mr Dobbin, who became a 
Cambridge United fan just a 
year before the assault, was 
attacked at about 7.15pm 
just yards away from the 
safety of Prittlewell railway 
station. 

DCI Pasmore has praised 
Mr Dobbin’s family for their 
relentless courage and deter¬ 
mination to see justice. 

He said: “Simon Dobbin’s 
family are amazing; the de¬ 
termination and courage the 
family have shown through¬ 
out the entire investigation 
has been amazing and they 
are really courageous peo¬ 
ple. 

“Reading through their 
victim personal statements 
in this case brought tears 
to my eyes. It is completely 
heartbreaking to read what 
this family once was and 
what they are now.”

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DCI Pasmore said: “The 
statements from Simon’s 
daughter Emily and wife 
Nicole make that incredibly 
clear. 

“The victim statements 
really drive home that on 
March 21, 2015 the people 
convicted in this case acted 
like a pack of animals in the 
way that they set up and ex¬ 
ercised the ambush on Mr 
Dobbin.” 

DCI Pasmore also revealed 
how police narrowed down 
more than 20 suspects from 
100 hours of CCTV - before 
working on an arrest strategy 
and piecing together seized 
phones with timings of the 
defendants on the footage. 

He said: “Those convicted 
after this trial had, on March 
21, 2015, set up an ambush 
of completely innocent 
Cambridge United support¬ 
ers. 

“If you think about the 
time when Mr Dobbin left 
the Blue Boar pub - within 
the next 10 minutes he sus¬ 
tained a life-changing brain 
injury which has had a dev¬ 
astating effect on both him 
and his family. 

“The verdicts in the case 
mark a good result from 
what was a complex investi¬ 
gation and two years of hard 
work going through each se¬ 
quence of events. 

“But it is bittersweet in 
a way, when you think you 
haven’t been able to find all 
the people responsible for 
that violence. 

“I have personally told Mr 
Dobbin that we will do eve¬ 
rything we can and never 
stop trying to identify those 
people.” 
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Reward to find 
graffiti vandal 

I EXPECT most people in Newmarket 
will by now have seen the poor trees 
along the Snailwell Road which are 
turning brown because it is suspected 
they received too much salt when the 
rain storm at the end of June flooded 
the aggregate on the only recently 
built Horsewalk extension.

In order to find the offending 
graffiti artist both the Mayor, Andy 
Drummond, and myself have agreed 
to give £50 reward to anyone who 
can identify him, or her.

Drivers are at 
fault on A14 

YOUR newspaper asks what 
readers think of recent months' A14 
"catalogue of chaos". 

Absolutely it is the drivers on the 
A14 that are the problem not the A14 
road itself. Yes of course, with our out 
of control over-population, two lanes 
has long been insufficient. 

The A14 improvement scheme 
so far, as I can see, is a success. The 
works themselves, off to the sides 
of the road, have not caused any 
hold-ups on the actual A14 at all that 
I have witnessed driving by each day. 
Every single time that I have driven 
through it has been clear of any 
debris or breakdowns and has been 
free to pass all the way through. Yet 
drivers like to cause queues. 

If enough people drive in such a 
way as not to allow good traffic flow, 
as is the case, then there will not be 
good flow, i.e. drivers daydreaming 
on the fast lane hundred metres 
behind the next car - tell-tale sign 
eating their lunch or using their 
mobile telephones - drivers too close 
and trigger-happy on their brakes, 
lane swapping. 

Observe the safety speed limit in 
place but keep going sensibly, there 
are no traffic lights on this A14. 

A driver in the fast lane should 
generally never have cause to brake 
if everyone is driving properly, yet 
we see braking every minute. At least 
twice every journey, the driving is so 
bad ahead that the flow slows to a 
standstill for a few minutes. 

Drivers under the influence of 
talking/texting on their mobile 
telephones should lose their licence 
for a while. I don't understand why, 
if such drivers cause fatalities, it is 
less serious than those under the 
influence of drink/drugs/speeding. 

The potholes between Spittals and 
Godmanchester were a rare time 
when delay was not driver error. 

How about this last Friday evening, 
when an extra hour was added to 
my drive home from Cambridge to 
Huntingdon. There was actually no 
incident on that carriageway, the 
accident was just before Spittals on 
the other side of the carriageway and 
so many sad people were slowing 
right down to have a look causing 
stop-start tail backs to Bar Hill.

Rail union to 
ballot staff on 
strike action

GREATER Anglia trains - which runs 
services through Cambridge - is 
facing possible industrial action by 
drivers and guards. 

The Rail, Maritime and Trans¬ 
port workers’ union (RMT) has an¬ 
nounced it will ballot its members 
on “strike action and industrial ac¬ 
tion short of a strike”. 

The reason is the same issue 
which has caused major disruption 
on Southern Rail - moves to bring 
in “driver-only operation” (DOO), 
where drivers and not guards open 
and close train doors. 

In a statement the RMT said it was 
to “ballot guards and drivers affected 
by the potential extension of DOO 
for both strike action and action 
short of a strike after the company 


failed to give a guarantee on the role 
of the guard throughout the length 
of the franchise”. 

The statement said: “A meeting 
was held between Greater Anglia 
staff representatives, RMT’s 
regional organiser and 
national executive com¬ 
mittee members at 
which this issue was 
discussed. At that 
meeting manage¬ 
ment failed to pro¬ 
vide union reps with 
the assurances they 
had been seeking with 
respect to the role and re¬ 
sponsibilities of the guards 
now and for the length of the 
franchise. 

“The union remains open to pro¬ 
posals of drivers opening doors but 
that this should be solely within 
scenarios where guards/conductors 


still undertake and have full opera¬ 
tional responsibility for the closure 
of the doors and dispatch of the 
train, with the facility to manually 
perform this procedure from each 
cab and saloon. 

“To date, the company 
has not provided such a 
commitment or assur¬ 
ance. 

“RMT’s National 
Executive Commit¬ 
tee (NEC) has made 
it clear that it expects 
that where guards 
are currently working 
trains, for this to contin¬ 
ue, with them retaining full 
safety-critical responsibilities, 
along with closing doors, dispatch 
and platform/train safety. Again, no 
commitment or assurance has yet 
been forthcoming from the com¬ 
pany. 


“Taking the above into account, 
the NEC has therefore agreed to bal¬ 
lot all conductors, senior conductors 
and affected train driver members 
(those drivers whose duties pres¬ 
ently entail non-DOO working) at 
Greater Anglia for strike action and 
industrial action short of a strike.” 

The union’s general secretary Mick 
Cash said: “Greater Anglia have been 
given every opportunity to give a 
guarantee on the future role of the 
guard on their services. They have 
failed to do so. 

“RMT will not sit back and wait 
for the company any longer and we 
have no option but to begin prepara¬ 
tions for a ballot in order to protect 
safety and access on Greater Anglia 
services. 

“The union remains available for 
further talks around the crucial issue 
of the guard guarantee.” 

Richard Dean, Greater Anglia’s 


train service delivery director, said: 
“We have conductors on our Inter¬ 
city service between Norwich and 
London Liverpool Street and on our 
rural routes across East Anglia. They 
are highly valued colleagues and we 
have no plans to remove them from 
our trains. In fact, we have a new 
conductors training course starting 
in August. 

“We hold regular meetings with 
the unions which represent our col¬ 
leagues. These meetings will contin¬ 
ue as we remain available for talks to 
resolve this issue.” 

Greater Anglia runs trains between 
Cambridge and London Liverpool 
Street, as well as services to Stansted 
Airport, Newmarket and Ely.

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Police amnesty in bid 
to reduce knife crime

A KNIFE amnesty has been 
launched by Cambridgeshire 
police following a dramatic in¬ 
crease in the number of attacks 
using blades. 

Knife crime went up by 71 per 
cent across the region from 2013 
to 2016, according to Home Of¬ 
fice data. 

There were 376 cases of people 
using knives in serious crimes, 
such as rape and making threats 
to kill, in 2015/16, up from 220 in 
2013/14. 

Police say that in Cambridge 
alone there were 49 offences in¬ 
volving the possession of a weap¬ 
on from July 2016 to June 2017, 
which rose to 68 in 2015/16. 

Amnesty bins have been in¬ 
stalled at police stations in the 


county from Monday as part of 
Operation Sceptre - a national 
initiative to tackle knife crime. 

Insp Ben Newton said: “Knife 
amnesties form an important 
part of the strategy for Opera¬ 
tion Sceptre and I’m pleased 
that more than 100 knives were 
recovered in May. I hope 
people will take this 
additional opportu¬ 
nity to dispose of 
weapons without 
fear of prosecu¬ 
tion. 

“As part of the 
campaign we’re 
appealing to peo¬ 
ple, including par¬ 
ents and carers, who 
know someone who 
carries a knife to encour¬ 
age them to make use of the am¬ 
nesty.” 

The amnesty follows an inci¬ 


dent in which a woman was ap¬ 
proached by two women with a 
knife in Newmarket who tried to 
frog march her to a cashpoint. 

The incident began on the 
pathway known as the Yellow 
Brick Road between 11.15pm 
and 11.20pm on Wednesday, 
June 7. The victim man¬ 
aged to get away from 
the suspects. 

Police believe two 
men were also in¬ 
volved. 

And a woman 
suffered a broken 
jaw after a hooded 
man punched and 
knifed her in the 
face. 

Police were contacted 
at about 11pm on May 27 af¬ 
ter the woman was approached 
by a man in Howard De Walden 
Way, Newmarket. 

The attacker punched her 
twice in the face before cutting 
her face with a knife. 

An elderly woman was threat¬ 
ened at knifepoint after three 
raiders broke into her home and 
left with a haul of precious pos¬ 
sessions in Hilton Road, Fen- 
stanton, on Wednesday, May 17. 

A man from Cambridge was 
jailed after he stabbed a teen¬ 
ager in the back, puncturing his 
lung, in a city skate park. 

Asha Simon, 19, was jailed for 
more than five years for the stab-

bing at the park near Orchard 
Park. Simon, of Kathleen Elliot 
Way, Cambridge, was arrested 
the following day and charged 
with possessing a Class A drug 
with intent to supply, posses¬ 
sion of an offensive weapon and 
wounding with intent. 

He pleaded guilty to the first 
two offences, but not guilty to 
wounding with intent. After a 
three-day trial at Peterborough 
Crown Court he was found guilty 
and sentenced to five years and 
six months in prison. 

Police forces across the coun¬ 
try will take part in Operation 
Sceptre, allowing members of 
the public to hand in knives 
without prosecution. 

The last amnesty was held in 
the first week of May and result¬ 
ed in 105 knives being recovered. 


What is the law on carrying a knife in public? 

It is illegal to: 

• Sell a knife of any kind to anyone under 18 years old. 

• Carry a knife in public without good reason - unless it's a 
knife with a folding blade three inches long (7.62 cm) or less, for 
example a Swiss Army knife 

• Carry, buy or sell any type of banned knife 

• Use any knife in a threatening way (even a legal knife, such as 
a Swiss Army knife) 

The maximum penalty for an adult carrying a knife is four years 
in prison and a fine of £5,000.

School term 
trips rethink

PARENTS face stricter rules 
about taking their children 
on holiday in term time. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council is reviewing its guid¬ 
ance after a landmark Su¬ 
preme Court ruling. 

The planned changes 
come after Isle of Wight fa¬ 
ther John Platt lost a £170,000 
legal battle over taking his 
daughter on a one-week trip 
to Walt Disney World in Flor¬ 
ida in 2015 without getting 
permission from her school’s 
headteacher. 

Other local authorities 
have already issued new ad¬ 
vice to heads in light of the 
court ruling. 

Derbyshire County Coun¬ 
cil has said that, from Sep¬ 
tember 1, if requested by 
schools, it will consider issu¬ 
ing a penalty notice for any 
period of holiday absence 
which has not been author¬ 
ised by the headteacher “re¬ 
gardless of a child’s wider 
school attendance”. 


Mr Platt was taken to court 
by the local authority after 
he refused to pay a £60 fine 
for taking his daughter out of 
school. 

But magistrates found in 
favour of Mr Platt, a decision 
which was upheld by the 
High Court. 

However, the decision was 
finally overturned when Isle 
of Wight Council took the 
case to the Supreme Court, 
which ruled against the fa¬ 
ther. 

Mr Platt was convicted on 
June 28 of failing to secure 
his child’s regular attend¬ 
ance, and was handed a 
12-month conditional dis¬ 
charge and ordered to pay 
£ 2 , 000 . 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s website states: 
“Children of school age who 
are registered at a school 
must, by law, attend that 
school regularly. 

“Regular attendance is the 
best way of ensuring that a 
child makes the most of the 
educational opportunities 
which are available to him 
or her. 


“When a child is absent 
from school, he or she miss¬ 
es not only the teaching 
provided but is also less pre¬ 
pared for the lessons after 
his or her return. 

“There are only 190 statu¬ 
tory school days in one year 
and 175 days (weekends and 
school holidays) available to 
use for holidays. Therefore 
every school day counts.” 

Recent amendments to 
regulations on pupil at¬ 
tendance mean that head¬ 
teachers cannot grant any 
absence during term time 
unless there are exception¬ 
al circumstances to justify 
such a decision. 

The County Council said it 
will now look at the advice it 
gives to make sure it rehects 
the most recent legal rulings. 

A spokesman said: “We are 
currently updating our code 
of conduct and reviewing 
the guidance in light of the 
recent decision of the Su¬ 
preme Court. 

“Schools and parents will 
be briefed by the end of term 
if any changes are made to 
our policy.”

IN the past eight weeks, three peo¬ 
ple have died, several have been 
badly hurt, and the road has been 
closed or had lane restrictions on 
11 occasions: so what’s going wrong 
on the A14? 

The diary of carnage since mid- 
May is: 

■ May 17: Several cars are involved 
in a collision at the Stow-cum-Quy 
junction 

■ May 24: A car overturns between 
Histon and Girton - there are big 
hold-ups while it is removed 

■ May 31: Thousands of drivers are 
gridlocked for hours after two lor¬ 
ries crash between Fenstanton and 
St Ives. There are no serious injuries 
- but the road is closed westbound 
for five hours 


■ june 12: The A14 is closed in both 
directions at Hemingford Grey after 
fears a man is going to jump from a 
road bridge. Fortunately, he doesn’t 

■ june 14: A double whammy, with 
incidents at two separate loca¬ 
tions. Two vehicles collide on the 
westbound carriageway at Milton, 
one of them hitting the central 
reservation. And at Boxworth, one 
lane is closed due to an accident 
on the A14 eastbound between 
Cambridge Services and Bar Hill. 
Two lorries and a car are involved. 
No-one is reported badly hurt in 
either crash 

■ june 29: A four-vehicle smash 
involving two lorries and two cars 
causes severe traffic delays near Bar 
Hill 

■ june 30: A major die¬ 
sel spill from a lorry closes 
the road eastbound for 
several hours 


■ July 8: A cyclist suffers a broken 
shoulder and collarbone after a col¬ 
lision with a car near Newmarket, 
between junctions 36 and 37. The 
A14’s westbound carriageway is 
closed for more than an hour and 
a half 

■ July 10: A motorcyclist dies and a 
car driver is taken to hospital with 
serious injuries after two crashes on 
the A14. The fatal collision between 
a motorbike and a lorry happens in 
the early hours between junctions 
35 and 36, Stow Cum Quy to Swaff- 
ham Bulbeck. 

Meanwhile, eastbound between 
Milton and Fen Ditton, two cars 
and a lorry are involved in a crash 
after a car strikes the central reser¬ 
vation 

■ July 12: A lorry driver dies after 
a crash involving two trucks at the 
Brampton Hut junction of the A14 
and A1 


■ July 14: A pedestrian dies after 
a collision near Bury St Edmunds, 
closing the road westbound 

Hugh Bladon, treasurer of the Al¬ 
liance of British Drivers, told the 
News : “Winter is clearly the most 
dangerous time on the roads, be¬ 
cause of the colder and wetter con¬ 
ditions, but there is some evidence 
that summer is dangerous too, as 
drivers tend to relax a bit. 

“There is congestion, when peo¬ 
ple go away on holiday, but people 
also hurry to get away, and that can 
cause problems. 

“The big problem is not too 
many lorries on our roads, but not 
enough roads. 

“We should be spending money 
on them, not on some rail project 
(HS2) to clip 20 minutes off the 
train journey time between Bir¬ 
mingham and London.” 

John Bridge, chief executive of 


Cambridgeshire Chambers of Com¬ 
merce, who has campaigned for 
many years for the A14 to be made 
safer, said one reason for the spate 
of crashes was the road continued 
to be unfit for purpose. 

He said: “The lack of investment 
over the years in improving the 
A14 means it is just not up to the 
standard needed, and the crashes 
we’re seeing are a knock-on effect 
of that.” 

He said the volume of traffic, 
with lorries jostling for space on 
two-lane carriageways, combined 
with speed limit variations, drop¬ 
ping from 70mph to 40mph, could 
lead to accidents. 

A massive £1.5 billion rebuild of 
the A14 is under way, widening it 
to three lanes between Fen Ditton 
and Ellington near Huntingdon, 
but that is not due to open until De¬ 
cember 2020.

f UHMnNy 
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E DDIE IZZARD never does 
anything by halves. He's 
performed comedy in 
numerous languages in 
massive stadiums, run not 
just one marathon but 27 in 27 days 
and played royalty opposite Dame 
ludi Dench in highly anticipated 
movie Victoria & Abdul. 

The cross-dressing comedian, 
actor and writer - who originally 
wanted to join the SAS - constantly 
sets himself seemingly impossible 
challenges and frequently diverts 
from any conventional career path 
to a more hazardous route which is 
much trickier to navigate. 

His latest diversion, memoir 
Believe Me, reveals - in part - why 
he's developed such a tough, 
resilient skin. 

Today, dressed in 'girl mode' 
jacket, tight jeans and black patent 
stilettos, fuschia pink lipstick, 
scarlet nail varnish, long false 
eyelashes and diamond stud 
earrings, his thoughts seem as 
random and surreal as some of his 
comedy, relaying themes as they 
pop into his head and frequently 
going off on tangents. 

“Some people say to me, 'Oh, you 
just do challenges. But there are 
challenges and challenges. How 
many can you get in a taxi? I'm not 
doing those. I'm doing things that 
have a positive effect on the 
country, but I want to reach out to 
other countries - can we learn from 
you, can you learn from us? We can 
all do more than we think we can." 

But, 27 marathons in 27 days? 
What was that all about? 

“Why not?" he says simply. “It's 
adventurous, endurance and 
fortitude. It's fighting for 
something, and people saying, 'that 
can't happen! It's me saying 'I can 
make it happen! raising money and 
inspiring people. 

“We've got one life. Let's live it 
positively, rather than Donald 
Trump, who's living it negatively." 

Eddie, 55, is a tough character, 
but you can understand why when 
you look at his past. The son of BP's 
chief accountant Harold Izzard, his 
mother Dorothy Ella died from 
bowel cancer when he was six, but 
his parents didn't tell him she was 
dying and he wasn't prepared for 
the emotional loss. 

Soon after, he and his older 
brother Mark were sent to boarding 
school, another traumatic event 
which led to him battening the 
hatches emotionally, as detailed in 
a chapter he entitles 'Exile! 

“We didn't see dad for two-thirds 
of the year. I did a lot of crying and 
wailing," he recalls. “I was unhappy 
about everything and feeling sorry 
for myself. I cried till I was 11. 

“Boarding school toughens you 
up. It can make you emotionally 
dead because you are emotionally 
blocked, but you are tough. You 
can't empathise or sympathise." 

He didn't cry again until he was 
19, when a cat was run over in front 
of him. He picked it up and, 
realising that he needed to feel 
something, forced himself to cry. 

"I ripped open those pathways to 
ensure I knew how to cry. I knew it 
was bad not feeling anything." 

On leaving school, he started an 
accounting and financial 
management degree at Sheffield 
University, where he took his first

steps into comedy. Inspired by 
Monty Python, he set out to take a 
show to the Edinburgh Festival 
- and through sheer grit, 
determination and persistence, 
staged his first show there in 1981. 

He'd been wanting to wear 
dresses since he was four or five, 
and as a teenager used to put on 
his stepmother's dresses and use 
her make-up when she was out. He 
remained a closet transgender, 
although he says he never felt 
repressed at university. 

“If you're a straight transvestite 
and you fancy girls, it's not a big 
deal. You can have relationships - 
just don't mention you're 
transgender.'' 

After Edinburgh, he thought that 
his end goal, to be on national 


television, would follow. It didn't - 
he found himself in what he calls 
'the wilderness years! dropping out 
of university, doing street comedy 
in London for almost a decade - 
and 'coming out' in 1984. 

“It sort of made me in the end. 

It's such a hard thing to do. Now 
I'm as calm in boy mode as I am in 
girl mode. For a long time, if I was 
in girl mode I was more tense, 
more nervous." 

He remembers the first time he 
stepped out in a dress and high 
heels. “I just felt fear, fear, fear..." he 
trails off. “But I also felt, 'This is 
how I want to express myself, so 
I've got to do this! 

“It's a visible thing. If you're gay, 
you don't have to go round saying 
'I'm gay! but if you're transgender 
and you're noticeable, you've got to 
be able to fight. 

"I've dealt with people shouting 
abuse at me, fighting me in the 
streets, whatever," he continues. 

"Last year there was some guy 
screaming at me outside my house 
so I reported him to the police." 

The man in question was found 
guilty on two counts of using 
threatening and abusive words or 
behaviour with intent to cause 
harassment, alarm or distress, and 
given a suspended prison sentence. 

Eddie's happy to talk 
about his ambitions, his 
sexuality and his politics 
- he's a member of the 
Labour party and keen 
Remainer with regards to 
Brexit - but is not so 
forthcoming about his 
relationships. He 
mentions several 
ex-girlfriends in the book 
but bristles a little at the 


suggestion that he gives little away 
emotionally when describing his 
feelings towards them. 

“I'm not going to go into that,” he 
says carefully, although he admits 
that he hasn't got his personal life 
sorted out. 

“If you get a career going well, a 
relationship can be here, there and 
everywhere. Timing is really tricky. 

“You've got to find someone 
you're compatible with. I have put 
my career first because easy 
relationships weren't there." 

Does he want to settle down and 
have a family? 

“What does settle down mean? 
Stop? I don't want to stop. I do have 
a relationship now but I'm not 
telling you about it because it's 
their wish. I've said many times I 
want to have kids." 

Eddie is constantly setting the 
bar higher for himself and will soon 
to be seen as Bertie, the Prince of 
Wales, alongside Dame ludi Dench 
in the forthcoming movie Victoria 
& Abdul, out in September. He also 
has two more movies planned for 
this year and is looking forward to 
his next stand-up show in Central 
and South America - in Spanish. 

In the first general election after 
2020 he'll be running for MP, he 
says confidently, in whichever 
constituency will have 
him. If that happened, 
he'd put his showbiz 
career on hold. 

“This is just the 
beginning of another 
chapter," he concludes.

T HE future for the UK's roads 
looks greener than ever with 
UK car buyers registering more 
electric and plug-in hybrid cars 
during the first half of 2017 than in 
any previous six-monthly period. 

More than 22,400 plug-in models 
were registered between January and 
June 2017, a rise of 14.3 per cent on 
2016 and 53.8 per cent up on the 
same period in 2015. 

June exceeded all previous non¬ 
plate-change months with 4,405 
new plug-in models sold during 
the month (33 per cent up on June 
2016). Demand from private buyers 
has driven growth with 44.9 per cent 
more consumers opting for plug-in 
hybrid and electric power between 
January and June 201 7, compared to 
the same period last year. 

Transport Minister Jesse Norman 
said: "It is great to see that electric 
and plug-in hybrid cars are helping 
more UK motorists to cut fuel costs 
and emissions. The total number of 
plug-in cars on our roads is at record 
levels, with the latest figures showing 
that there are now over 100,000 


plug-in cars and vans registered in 
the UK. 

"Our aim is that nearly all cars and 
vans on our roads are zero emission 
by 2050." 

The fully-electric Nissan LEAF was 
the UK's bestselling plug-in car in 
the first six months of 201 7, while 
BMW's plug-in hybrid 3-Series saloon 
was one of the year's biggest growers, 
rising 79.9 per cent following its 


launch last year. 

Go Ultra Low is a collaborative 
campaign bringing together a 
consortium of vehicle manufacturers, 
government and the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders (SMMT). 
Head Poppy Welch said: "Month 
after month we're seeing record 
levels of registrations, demonstrating 
that the public awareness and 
appetite for electric and plug-in 


vehicles is growing. They are fast 
becoming a serious consideration for 
an increasing number of motorists 
who are switching on to the cost¬ 
saving and environmental benefits of 
driving an electric car. With fully- 
electric cars able to go further than 
ever, and an increasing number of 
plug-in hybrids offering motorists the 
best of both worlds, it is harder than 
ever to ignore the benefits these cars 
bring." 

The West Midlands (2,704) Greater 
London (2,477) and Cambridgeshire 
(1,928) topped the list of regions 
with the highest uptake of plug-in 
registrations. Greater London also 
saw the biggest year on year increase, 
with registrations up 68.6 per cent on 
the first half of 2016. 

The news comes as UK low carbon 
energy generation hit its highest 
share in 201 7, regularly contributing 
more than 50 per cent of the nation's 
requirement.

Sir Elton’s Ferrari due 
on sale at Silverstone 

A 1972 Ferrari 365 GTB/4 
Daytona once owned by Sir Elton 
John is expected to fetch more 
than £500,000 at the Silverstone 
Classic Sale on July 29-30. 

Delivered new on August 
3, 1972, through Maranello 
Concessionaires Ltd, the car is one 
of only 158 genuine right-hand 
drive vehicles supplied in Rosso 
Chiaro with a black interior. 

Early registration information 
identifies Ferrari enthusiast Elton 
John as the recorded owner and 
keeper of the car from 1973-1975. 

It is believed he bought the 
Daytona off the back of the 
success of the Goodbye Yellow 
Brick Road album. 

Since the singer's ownership, 
the car's later history is fully 
known and been made up of 
Ferrari Owners' Club member- 
owners. 

The Daytona's VI2 engine 
has an original power output of 
352bhp, capable of 1 75mph, and 
is fitted with servo-assisted brakes 
to the four-wheel ventilated discs. 

There are 81,675 miles on 
the clock and the Ferrari will 
be offered with an estimate of 
£525,000 to £575,000. 



LEARNING TO DRIVE: Is it all 
downhill from then on? 


57% say their driving 
is worse since test 

A STAGGERING 57 per cent of 
British motorists think they are a 
worse driver now than when they 
first passed their test. 

Research from Young Driver 
revealed that only 43 per cent 
felt they were better behind the 
wheel now than when they first 
ripped up the L plates. 

In fact, well over a third (39 per 
cent) of drivers thought they'd 
struggle to pass their test if they 
had to retake it now - rising to 
a worrying 46 per cent of over 
55s. More women than men also 
thought they would fail if they 
were to take a test tomorrow (42 
per cent vs 36 per cent). 

More than 2,400 drivers were 
questioned in the study. 

The report comes at the same 
time as new research shows that 
the number of 17-year olds taking 
the practical driving test has fallen 
by 100,000 since 2007-08, while 
the overall number of under-25s 
in the UK that are learning to drive 
is down by 20 per cent - rising to 
40 per cent in Cambridgeshire. 


Freight carriers fear ‘irresponsible’ Brexit customs deal 


RESPONDING to the publication 
of the National Audit Office 
(NAO)'s report on the progress of 
the Customs Declaration Service 
(CDS) programme, the Freight 
Transport Association (FTA) has 
raised serious concerns about the 
progress of the project, and its 
suitability to handle the anticipated 
levels of Customs declarations at 
British ports post-Brexit. 

FTA, the UK's largest and 


most influential membership 
association in the logistics sector, 
has grave doubts that the new 
system, currently in development 
by HMRC, will be able to cope 
with the anticipated 255 million 
additional Customs declarations to 
be made at British ports each year 
when the UK leaves the European 
Union. 

"With only two months 
anticipated between the delivery 


of the CDS programme and 
the UK's departure from the 
EU, it is imperative that all the 
potential problems have been 
ironed out in the system before 
implementation," says James 
Hookham, FTA's deputy chief 
executive. "Without assurances 
that the rigorous stress tests 
recommended by the NAO have 
been undertaken, to ensure the 
Customs system can cope with the 


high volumes of traffic it will be 
handling, HMRC will be creating 
unnecessary uncertainty for British 
businesses, at a time stable trading 
conditions will be vital for our 
economy. 

"But there is no mention how 
exporters and importers, their 
agents and their carriers will be 
trained in time to make this a 
smooth transition to Keep Britain 
Trading."

Driving Force UK 

A COUPLE of miles into the drive I realised the 
latest offering to come from Ford was humming 
quietly along the main road - in fourth gear. 

If ever you needed a demonstration that the new 
Fiesta has matured into an even more serious player 
here it was, with two gears left to go. 

At a stroke the best selling car in the UK for the past 
eight years has turned from cheeky chappie (but loads of 
fun) into a car that feels bigger and softer and not quite 
so keen to have a laugh with you. 

That certainly applies to the likely biggest seller in 
the new range, the Zetec trim version with its 100 
horsepower engine and - crucially - new six-speed 
gearbox instead of the previous five. 

There's a more sporty, tied-down, ST-Line Fiesta due 
in the autumn which early signs say has fun factor 50 
but it's going to be a relatively small seller, thoroughly 
outgunned by less expensive versions - and with the 
Zetec taking more than half the total sales. 

So it's good that the Zetec - second up in a Fiesta 
pecking order stretching from 70 horsepower petrol 
at £12,715 Style to 120 horsepower diesel, £21,225 
Vignale - is such an instant charmer. 

More so on the inside than out, you'd have to say. 

The exterior of the latest Fiesta has grown very modestly 
(70mm longer, 13mm wider but 20mm lower) and is 
completely restyled, although you might never guess. 

That's as fine a compliment to the outgoing model 
as you could pay; don't mess with a look that's won 
thousands of sales. Doesn't do VW any harm with 
succeeding generations of Golfs, does it? 

The result is a car with space to spare in the front - 
and a near perfect driving position - but just enough 
room in the rear for a couple of adults and a boot 
big enough for a family's supermarket shop, but less 
generous than some of the competition. 

Inside is where the attention needed to be paid, with 
the old car's dashboard looking increasingly like a relic 
from the past, littered with meanly-sized displays and an 
excess of tiny buttons. 

All gone! Replaced in the modern minimalist fashion 
by a big iPad-like touchscreen that looks smart but 
doesn't have a lot to say for itself without a satellite 


navigation map on display (sat nav is standard on some 
of the dearer cars, a £300 option on others). 

There's more soft touch plastic than previously, 
lending a gently more upmarket feel to proceedings. 
With the posh Vignale version you will enjoy the heated 
leather seats and steering wheel that a mere Zetec trim 
car can only dream about. 

If the all-change interior is a much needed step up, 
the engine choice is mostly as before, which is no bad 
thing if you enjoy the willing thrum of a three-cylinder 
petrol unit. 

Gone is the old and mildly asthmatic 1.25-litre engine, 
with most new Fiestas using versions of the established 
1.0-litre EcoBoost three-cylinder unit in differing outputs 
- 100/125/140 horsepower and with C02 readings from 
as low as 97g/km. 

The old 1.5-litre diesel engine remains, in two power 
outputs (85/120 horsepower, from 82g/km), but will take 
less than one in ten sales. 

The new six-speed manual gearbox will feature in 
the bulk of new Fiestas, which will have five doors too. 
Ford is sticking with a three-door option in a market 
increasingly ditching this choice on the grounds that not 
enough buyers bother these days to make it worthwhile. 

The on-paper list price of most cars is an irrelevance 
these days and that's absolutely the case with the 
Fiesta, where 85 per cent of private buyers will opt for 
a personal contract plan (PCP) that provides a Zetec- 
spec car from £116 a month over three years and with a 
£5,000 deposit. 

That's an increase of £15 a month over the outgoing 
model but a drive in the new one makes that look a very 
sensible investment. 

Tweaks to the suspension and clearly a lot of work on 
soundproofing have changed the Fiesta into a car that 
quietly soaks up bad British road surfaces, only objecting 
a little to the biggest bumps, and turning into corners 
with most of the eagerness of old. 

Even with fourth gear standing in for sixth some of 
the time (blame that newfound quietness) the test drive 
showed 46mpg in a 100 horsepower version, which 
never felt underpowered. 

If a tiny bit of the puppy dog spirit has gone, you have 
to reckon the payback in refined progress is going to 
be welcomed by the majority of owners. And there are 
quicker, firmer ones on the way soon, don't forget.

Enable’s team to bide time 


TIM Gredley achieved a 
lifelong ambition when 
steering Bivouac to glory 
in a dramatic 348th 
Newmarket Town Plate. 

The former 
international show- 
jumper used his skills in 
the saddle to galvanise 
the former Nicky 
Henderson-trained 
gelding to a comfortable 
success in the three- 
mile-six-furlong contest, 
which kick-started last 
week's Moet & Chandon 
July Festival. 

Having sat just off the 
early pace, Gredley sent 
his mount on to what 
was to be a race-winning 
12 -length advantage just 
over a mile and a 
quarter out. 

However, there was 
late drama in behind, 
with Sheikh Fahad Al 
Thani aboard last year's 
winner Almagest coming 
off his mount and over 
the rails inside the final 
two furlongs, just as 
he was beginning to 
challenge. 

The head of the 
Qatar racing operation, 
reported that his saddle 
slipped and said: "What 
a shame. Thankfully I'm 
fine." He added he had a 
minor head wound that 
might need a stitch or 
two. 

Stetchworth-based 
Gredley said: "You don't 
realise how far it is until 
you turn into the home 
straight. Luckily I was on 
a nice horse and he got 
me home. 

"To be honest, I had 



been training very 
hard for it. You don't 
appreciate how hard 
race-riding is until you 
try it yourself. 

"I bought him to do 
a bit of point-to-point 
riding. Nicky Henderson 
said he was basically in 
full training. He probably 
needed a bit of a 
confidence booster, and 


so did I. James Owen 
trains him and has been 
fantastic. I have been 
going to his to ride out 
every morning. 

"The first bit went to 
plan as I sat fifth or sixth. 
There was a massive gap 
and I either had to slow 
down or join the first 
three. I joined the ones 
in front and luckily it 


came off. 

"I have been coming 
to the July Course since 
I was a child so to ride 
on it let alone win on it is 
great." 

Watching on was his 
father and leading owner 
Bill Gredley, who was as 
delighted with the victory 
as his son. 

Gredley senior said: 


"It's extraordinary. He 
was determined to win it. 
If not this year, next year. 
He had trained very hard 
for it. 

"I saw the horse work 
the other morning with 
a nice colt from Michael 
Bell's . We knew he 
would run well, but we 
didn't know if he would 
stay the trip." 


ENABLE could he 
heading for an Oaks 
treble following her 
brilliant victory in the 
Darley Irish Oaks. 

The daughter of 
Nathaniel, winner of 
the Investec Oaks at 
Epsom in June, took 
the Irish version by 
storm, winning by five 
and a half lengths from 
Rain Goddess at the 
Curragh on Saturday. 

The next possible 
target for the dual Oaks 
heroine is the King 
George VI And Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes at 
Ascot on July 29, but 
that might come quite 
quickly for the John 
Gosden-trained filly. 
Should connections 
rule that out, Enable 
could head to York for 
the Darley Yorkshire 
Oaks on August 24 
with the The Qatar Prix 
de l’Arc de Triomphe 
at Chantilly on Octo¬ 
ber 1 the ultimate ob¬ 
jective, although she 
would have to be sup¬ 
plemented. 

“She had a little nick 
on her leg after the 
race, but that’s all it 
was. She’s grand,” said 
Teddy Grimthorpe, 
racing manager to 
owner Khalid Abdul¬ 
lah. “It was a wonder¬ 
ful run and we were 
very thrilled with her. 

“Those races are 
the very nice options 
that we have, but obvi¬ 
ously we’ll have to see 
how she is. The King 
George is less than two 
weeks away so it may 


come a bit too soon. 

“If she doesn’t go 
there she’ll probably 
go for the Yorkshire 
Oaks.” 

Meanwhile at New¬ 
market, Harry Angel 
stamped his authority 
on the sprinting divi¬ 
sion with victory in the 
Darley July Cup, the 
highlight of the Moet & 
Chandon July Festival. 

Trainer Clive Cox is 
targeting the 32Red 
Sprint Cup at Haydock 
in September and the 
QIPCO British Cham¬ 
pions Sprint at Ascot 
in October, following 
his triumph from last 
year’s winner Limato 
in what looked a vin¬ 
tage renewal of the 
all-aged six-furlong 
championship. 

In doing so, Harry 
Angel turned the tables 
on his Commonwealth 
Cup conqueror, the 
previously unbeaten 
Aidan O’Brien-trained 
Caravaggio, who was 
a never-nearer fourth. 

“I was really thrilled. 
It was a performance 
to be proud of and he’s 
come out of the race 
well,” said Cox. 

“Everyone was there 
- it was a very well 
contested July Cup.” 

It continued a good 
week for the Godol- 
phin operation - they 
also won the Princess 
of Wales’s Arqana Rac¬ 
ing Club Stakes with 
Hawkbill - while Aid¬ 
an O’Brien took the 
Tattersalls Falmouth 
Stakes with Roly Poly.

Ruthless Tigers batter dazed Brummies 


Last-wicket pair dig in to hold up Mildenhall 


ANOTHER ruthless home performance from 
Mildenhall helped them tear apart defending 
champions Birmingham 54-36 and move 
above them into fifth in the National League. 

The Fen Tigers' top four were in devastating 
form - both Dan Halsey and Connor Mountain 
roared to their first five-ride maximums of the 
season - and were backed superbly by five 
unbeaten rides from a collective eight from Jon 
Armstrong and Jordan Jenkins. 

It leaves Mildenhall, who have won 10 out 
of 10 at West Row, just two points off the play¬ 
offs and with three matches in hand on three 
of the top four. 

“The top four won the meeting on their 
own," said Tigers team manager Phil Kirk. 
"When we're riding like this, and with Luke 
(Ruddick) and Sam (Woods) back soon, we're 
a potent team that can beat anyone home and 
away." 

The pairing of Mountain and Jenkins at No 1 
and 2 proved inspired as the duo combined for 
a hat-trick of 5-1 s that gave Mildenhall a 35-25 
lead after 10 heats. 


The Brummies' only resistance came from 
former Tiger Cubs junior Taylor Hampshire, 
who was untouchable when out front from 
the gate. He notched four impressive victories, 
including the sole defeat of Jenkins in heat 
eight, but also trailed in last when out-gated. 

Armstrong, who clocked the fastest time of 
the season - 50sec - in heat nine, paired with 
Matt Marson for a 5-1 over Hampshire in heat 
12 that secured victory. 

Riding in his last match before returning to 
Australia, Marson has been a valuable addition 
at reserve during an injury crisis. And, after the 
club overcame a wrangle with authorities about 
his average, he'll be a contender next year. 

Mildenhall signed off with maximums in 
heats 13 and 15 as Halsey and Mountain 
powered away to complete a standout 
performance.

BEN Shepperson remained 
positive after his Mildenhall side 
were frustratingly held to a draw 
by visitors Norwich in the Gibbs 
Denley East Anglian Premier 
League on Saturday.
